A peti- 
tion from F. A. Degen, who desires 
to erect a shed for covering his bus, 
met with the same i action, Mrs. 
Duncan McGregor again presented a 
petition asking tor the privilege of 
laying sewer pipe from the Commer- 
cial Hotel to the river. Aid. Karner 
spoke upon the merits of the petition, 
having had a conversation with Mrs. 
McGregor, and said the piping would 
. not in any way interfere with a sewer- 


age system that might be adopted by 
the city. W. J. Hilbourn was called 
for, and stated the size of piping that 
could be used and the depth it would 
be laid. The petition was referred to 
the committee on streets and bridges, 
with the city attorney. 


Aid. Dumbleton introduced a reso- 


lution demanding that saloons be 
closed hereafter on Sunday, in accor- 
dance with the law, that gambling 
be strictly prohibited, and that the 
mayor and chief of police strictly en- 
force the law. 
The resolution was 


carried without a dissenting voice. 
A resolution by Aid. Dumbleton pro- 
vided that the city surveyor properly 
lay out Minnesota avenue, to the 
southern limits of the city, and after 
some discussion by Aid.

A CASE OP SMALL POX. 


John Green, of Sprintville. Jiut North ot 


Plover, HM the Dueaie in Gen- 


uine Form. 


John Green, a young married man, 


lives in the Uncle Geo. Warner house 
at Sprlngville, about forty rods below 
the Little Plover pond, and alongside 
the public highway leading to Plover. 
He had been about the neighborhood 
for several days, saying he^dld not feel 
well, and visited the village of Plover 
on diverse occasions, coming, in con- 
tact with a number of people.

Moore is one of Green's neighbors, and 
on Friday or Saturday last he became 
convinced that Green had tfto small- 
pox, Mr. Moore having had the disease 
himself a number of years ago. On 
Sunday morning Dr. Gregory was 
asked to visit the man, and immed- 
iately pronounced the case one of 
small pox in its second stage. The 
bouse and premises were quarantined 
at once, and the road fenced up at 
McDill and just north of the village 
of Plover, the board of health of that 
town taking the matter in charge. 
The patient is doing quite well, 
although Dr. Gregory pronounces his 
case a severe one. 


Where the disease came from Is a 


mystery. 
Green was married but a 


few months ago. Previous to his 
marriage his wife worked in one of the 
paper mills, and it is said in her daily 
work would occasionally pick out a 
desirable rag or remnant and carry it 
away prepartory for future use. These 
she placed in a receptacle, 
taking 


them out but a short time ago, and 
thereafter was stricken with small 
pox, so it is now learned. The disease 
was in a mild form, no doctor was 
called, and nothing was known of-it. 
Tbe husband then contracted the dis- 
ease from his wife. 
A numberof peo- 


ple have been exposed. Of this there 
is no doubt. 
On Saturday evening, 


several girls who are employed at the 
paper mill, called at Green's house, 
remaining some time. 
They are also 


now quarantined at their respective- 
homes, and nothing has been left un- 
done to prevent the disease from 
spreading.

cus, Numbers. Deuteronomy— have al- 
ready been carefully' studied, and the 
position of woman In the Bible has been 
fixed with precision. Six years ago this 
work becan. It has for some time past 
been suspected 'that a revision of cer- 
tain portions of the scriptures would 
show that woman had not been fairly 
dealt with by Biblical students. The 
main question to be determined was 
whether there was any real basis In 
the Bible for the assertion that man was 
the master. The work of the new com- 
mittee of women has. they claim, al- 
ready progressed far enough to show 
that the scriptures do not proclaim the 
superiority of man. The members of 
the Revision committee And • on every 
hand abundant evidence of the absolute 
equality, of the sexes. The venerable 
leader of this committee Is Mrs. Eliza* 
beth Cady Stanton of New York, who 
Is now 80 years of age. With Mrs. Stan- 
ton have been associated Miss Frances 
WiHard and Lady Henry Somerset. 
Mrs. 
Mary Llvermore, the Rev. Olympla 


Hanaford, Sarah A. Underwood, Fran- 
ces Ellen Burr, Helen Gardner, and 
Miss Frances Lord of London. 


Perhaps the clearest narrative of the 


work and alms of the revisionists Is 
best told In the words of Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton. She said recently: "Yes, 
I will cheerfully tell you whatever I can 
as to the method of work on the Wom- 
an's Bible and Its inception. 'Where did 
the Idea originate?' Years ago in my 
own head. I have always been a careful 
student of the Bible since I went Into 
woman's work and found that the worst 
foe we had was the mistranslation of 
the Bible, which took away the self- 
respect of woman and made her a slave 
to man. As the years went by I saw 
clearly that this must be combated. 
Women are politic by nature. They pre- 
fer to temporize, and so that course 
was followed. Men have never touched 
questions concerning women. With all 
the learned professors and scholastics 
who have been engaged In revising the 
Bible none has touched women. They 
have argued over man and the inani- 
mate, but they have left woman Just 
where she was In the beginning of the 
translations. There were hopes that in

the last revision of the New Testament 
Justice might at last be done woman 
and her equality with man clearly 
brought otft, but they did nothing and 
still kept woman In a position that 
has taken away from her her self-re- 
spect. If man will not correct errors 
in translation which reflect on woman 
then women must do It. Six years ago 
I saw plainly that it must be the final 
blow to be struck before woman could 
stand on tt« plane of equality with 
man. At that time Miss Frances Lord 
came from England and remained two 
months with me at my country home 
In Tenafly, N. J. In those two months 
we went through the entire Bible to 
find out what proportion of it woman 
constituted. We found we appeared in 
the King James version in only one- 
eleventh part. This proportion was 
somewhat of a surprise to me. I had 
always hesitated because it seemed 
such a herculean task to attempt to 
revise the entire Bible. But when we 
found women filled but such a small 
part of the Bible, I decided that the 
work could be done. I did not Intend 
to attack any doctrines, creeds, or be- 
lief, simply the-false position women in 
the Bible had been left through man's 
neglect. Miss Lord and I then teok up 
the Pentateuch and commenced upon 
It. To carry out the plan of revision 
a committee of English and American 
women was then formed. Among them 
were many famous names—Mrs. Mary 
Uvermore, the Rev. Olympla Brown, 
the Rev. Phoebe Hanaford, and Sarah 
A. Underwood, who was editor of the 
Open Court, and with her husband, 
editor of the Index. John Bright'* sis- 
ter, who has since died, was another 
famous woman who was to have as- 
sisted. Frances Ellen Burr, now of the 
Hartford Times, and Helen Gardner, 
were others. Mrs. Lord and I went 
through the Pentateuch, and next year 
while In London, assisted by my daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Blatch, I continued with the 
same flve books, in which are many 
of the most Important mistranslated 
passages most frequently quoted to es- 
tablish the Inferiority of women. The 
other members of the committee. It 
must be confessed, did not carry on the 
work with much zest. There was some 
feeling that women wore not ready then 
to bear the responsibility of the move- 
ment. I was president of the National 
Suffrage organization, and many wom- 
•en dreaded the effect of my leading such 
a work. Others urged that It was neces- 
sary to gain the support of religious 
denomination* for the general emanci- 
pation of women, while any serious at' 
tacks bas«4 on the revision of the Btbt* 
i*M*r«f* wnii 


them opening to her where sht might 
earn her living. 
During the 
fifty 


years since I went before the legisla- 
ture of New York to urge the rights 
of women I have seen that the greatest 
trouble was that women believed them- 
selves cursed of God, that they are 
the origin of sin. and that maternity 
Is a condition of slavery. If they could 
only be brought to see that instead of 
that they were represented In the god- 
head at the creation, that woman was 
created In the Image of the mother- 
hood, then they might regain their self- 
respect. This, it seemed to me. could 
only be accomplished by a revision of 
the Bible. And while the work pro- 
ceeded only slowly the ultimate neces- 
sity of It never left me. When I read 
of the ferocious attack of the Baptist 
clergymen on woman during the con- 
vention in Atlanta it seemed to me the 
time had come. Yes, I know well that 
men will say 'And It has come to this 
Kt last! Not even the Bible is to be 
left free from woman's Influence!' The 
assumption of a revision committee 
alone Is enough to be called presump- 
tion on our part. Yet at the time six 
years ago that w* formed the original 
committee many newspapers treated 
the subject with respect and liberality, 
and some even stated that they could 
not see any reason why women should 
be debarred from revising the BtbU 
any more than men. I have never yet 
been able to see why. I may look much 
further ahead than other women do. but

I believe firmly that before women can 
acquire equality with men, which Is to 
be the next relative position of 
the 


sexes, the false translations of the Bible 
concerning women must be corrected. 
After the attack of the Baptist clergy- 
men in Atlanta in January I decided 
It was time to move. If others cannot 
stand the possible controversy and 
stigma that may be the result of the 
woman's Bible I can. I am now 80 years 
old. 
My people live to the age of 85 


or longer. I figure that 'in the natural 
course of events, I may expect to live 
to the same age. I am out of all offi- 
cial connection with women's organiza- 
tions. I want nothing. I have no sails 
to trim to catch the favor of men or 
women. I have ho offices to aspire to. 
I am beyond all that now, and regard 
it as the culminating work of my life. 
I am not going to say things to shock 
'people. I am only going to bring- out 
what is on the surface. 


Mrs. Stanton expects that at the brief- 


est It will require two years for the 
completion and publication of the Wom- 
an's Bible. Although this appears a 
very short time, in comparison with the 
New Testament, It Is easily explained 
by comparison of the amount of work 
to be done. There Is no Intention of 
tampering with anything which 
does 


not concern woman directly. It Is not 
the women of the Bible but woman In 
the Bible. And in some cases men who 
married them have been brought In.

Petitions to Be Sent to Organ- 


ize the Turkish Army. 


QUELLS KEVOLT OF THE SECTIONS. 


Regret Tlmt He Wu Cuiupclled to Kill 


Frenchmen—Jowjtilm Murmt Appear*. 
The Sword of CouDt He»uh»rnml»—FmlU 
In Love With Jawphloe.

The motive of Napoleon in refusing to 


accept aii honorable appointment iii the 
field gives rise to speculation. Hia ac- 
tion reveals both character and policy. 
He deemed it not expedient to change 
from artillery to infantry, unlest to the 
independent command of an army. 
He 


now foresaw the tremendous opportuni- 
ties about to be afforded to military gen- 
inn. War was to be the order of the 
day, not only for France, but for ail En- 
rope. The field opening for the Army of 
the West was narrow. A general in 
that quarter must assail Frenchmen 
only. 


In La Vendee there was no British 


flag—as at Toulon—to add provocation, 
and justify attack. Loyalism there Wai 


JOSEPHINE. 


rampant, and General Hoche, who takca 
the place intended for Bonaparte, will 
find it hot work to reduce thu iiiHnrgoiit 
Vendeans to nubjection. The prescience 
of Napoleon iu refusing the command 
lies in the question, What will become 
of Hocho? Moreover, the rapid changes 
in the military management of the Ro- 
pnblio JofS JittJo doubt iu Napoleon's 
mind that his services would soon be 
sought. Finally, the strikiug of his 
name from the list of general officers 
was only from the list of those o?i active 
d lUy. Thus his rank was preserved with 
little injury to his future prospects. 


On the 14th of September, 1704, Na- 


poleon, partially restored to favor, was 
given the command of tho artillery in 
a proposed expedition to Corsica; and 
this post he nominally hold until March 
of 1795; but tho period was without 
events. 
Meanwhile, finding himself 


with no command at all, ho conceived 
what may be regarded as his first great 
project of statesmanship. 


Bonaparte perceived that the ultimate 


enemy of the ascendency of Franco was 
England, and that one great arm of her 
power was her influence iu tho Eastern 
Mediterranean countries. This might bo 
broken, mark it wulll liy the agency of 
Turkey. The thought of tho Oorsioan 
was this: If tho Republican administra- 
tion of France will send Me to Constan- 
tinople, to organize and discipline tho 
Turkish army, then tho Ottoman power 
will bo sufficiently strengthened and 
Europeauizod to renounce the influence 
of Groat Britain ami, iu full autonomy, 
to become n member of a possible coali- 
tion of European powers against tho 
common enemy of all I 


During tho period of his enforced in- 


activity at Paris, Napoloon prepared a 
plan intended for tho National Conven- 
tion, outlining his purpose. 
It was a 


virtual petition that ho be sent to Con- 
stantinople, with six or seven competent 
officers, to organize tho military power 
of tho Turkish empire against Groat 
Britain in tho East 
Bourrioune justly 


remarks that if tho clerk of the War 
Office had only written tho word "grant- 
ed" on Napoleon's paper, that ouoword 
would probably have changed tho polit- 
ical fato of Europe for centuries to 
coma Napoleon at this time was twen- 
ty-six years of ago. His schema was 
•worthy of Richelieu, of Talleyrand, of 
Metteruich, of Disraeli in his ripest 
years. 


Tho word "granted" was not written. 


The French Revolution rapidly worked 
out its own results, and in doing so pro- 
vided a place for Bonaparte according 
to the higher laws of destiny. After tho 
overthrow of tho Terror the Convention 
went on, rather temperately, to com- 
plete the new frame of government 
called the "Constitution of the Year 
III." That instrument was adopted on 
tho 22nd of August, 1795. It proved to 
be not sufficiently intense for the states- 
manship of tho Faubourgs. The Parisian 
centers of agitation began to resound 
with denunciations of the latent aristoc- 
racy in the new plan of government. 
For about a month the broil was kept 
up by democratic pamphleteers and or- 
ators who mado tho basements of St. 
Autoino vocal and smoky with their ob- 
jurgations. 


Then tho mobs began to rise in sacred 


Tight of insurrection. Several of tho 
Forty-eighth Sections took up arms 
against the Convention; and that great 
body was imperiled by tho onrnshing of 
a counterrevolution. Matters came to a 
crisis in tho beginning of October. The 
Convention had to protect itself by force 
or perish. Swift, swift was tho work 
now necessary to bo dono. Tbo stifled, 
but not extinct, Jacobinism of Paris be 
gan to bellow; and mobs from the dis- 
affected quarters of tho city camo on tn- 
mnltnously to assail the Convention 
Hall and overthrow tho existing goTern- 
ment. 


Never has history shown a more dra- 


matic Boeue than that which now en- 
sued. It was tho f>th of October, 1795. 
In the peril of the hour the Convention 
drew to itsolf the troops that were Mill 
faithful to the established order. A 
commaudor was necessary. By a hasty 
decree this dangerous honor was con- 
ferred on Paul Francois Barrag, presi- 
dent of tho Convention. He was intrust- 
ed with the fearful responsibility of 
protecting tho body and preserving, if 
possible, the half-ripe—but ripening— 
fruits of six years of legislative toil and 
travail. Ho had already shown himself 
capable iu two preceding riots. This 
one, however, was more formidable. 
What ho most of all needed in the emer- 
gency was a real commander, who had 
the courage and skill to extemporize, 
witb all haste, a division of troop* for 
the defense of the government Barns 
arose in his place, and nominated aa bis 
lieutenant and second iu command Na- 
poleon Bonaparte. He had neen that 
officer at his guns before Toulon. 


Napoleon himself waa sitting, ob- 


scurely, in the gallery when his name 
waa presented for the perilous doty. He 
accepted; and immediately there was 
•peedy work. A young officer, whorn 
Napoleon knew, Joachim Mnrat by 
name—whom history will presently re- 
cord as the great cavalry general of the 
empire—was sent witb all speed out to 
the Champ de Sablous, to whirl in the 
batteries stationed there. In a few hours 
guns were planted around the Conven- 
tion Hall, and at the near-by bridges of 
the Seine, commanding all lines of ap- 
proach; and at the breeches stood grim 
gunners with lighted matches. 


Here, then, was business for life or 


death. The insurrection rolled itself in 
great volumes aloug the streets. 
It 


might be seen coming on like the sea. 
The Section Lopellotier leads the van. 
The insurgents got possession of the 
church of St. Roch, nearby, and then of 
Pont Nenf, and then bristle up face to 
face with the guns of tho Corsican. 
There is not a moment's hesitation. The 
order to firo is quick and sharp. 
The 


Convention Hall is suddenly shaken to 
foundation stones with the roar of ar- 
tillery. The guns are loaded with grape 
and canister. Horrid gaps are cut in 
long bloody alleys through the insurgent 
mob. 
Men—Frenchmen—are blown by 


hundreds to horrid (loath. They go back 
before the hail of destruction. The Na- 
tional Convention is saved. 
General 


Bonaparte has the honor of suppressing 
the la&t mob of tho French Revolution I 


Straugo to note what the effect of all 


this was on tho man himself. He was 
in nowise jubilant. Indeed he had hesi- 
tated for a half hour before accepting 
the place of general against the revolt- 
ed Sections. In bis report ho covered up 
his own responsibility—as the facts gave 
him opportunity to do—making it ap- 
pear, contrary to his wont, that not he, 
but others, had put down the mob. He 
had acted only under orders of the Na- 
tional Convention and General Barrasl 
Ever through life, moreover, he looked 
back with regret to this hour and event 
of his career. Doubtless, at bottom, be 
was a Jacobin himself; but he was an 
Imperial Jacobin. The two elements in 
his character did not consist; the one 
was ut war with the other. 


Thus much only is certain, that Na- 


poleon would gladly have had bis great 
triumph over the Parisian insurgents 
blotted from tho record. No doubt ho 
was at heart at one with insurrection; 
but ho was also tho friend of order. 


His success in restoring order in the 


capital may bo said to havo raadoNapo- 
leou famous. Ho had already become an 
advisor of the Committee of Public 
Safety, Indeed ho held that relation bo- 
fore his name was stricken from the list 
of generals in active service. Eleven 
days after the suppression of tho Sec- 
tions, ho was mado provisionally Gen- 
eral of Division, and four days after- 
wards tho "provisionally" was struck 
out, and ho was aj;pointed commander 
of the Army of the Interior, having as 
its central field of operations Paris it- 
self. 


Destiny reserved for the winter of 


1795-90 another capital fact in tho life 
of her devotee. Napoleon found Jose- 
phine. He first met her at the house of 
Barras. She belonged to tho Souiuto des 
"Victimes—"Society of tho Victims." 
To enter this bund of tho now elite 
Parisieuues, one must have lost recently 
a near relative by tho guillotine! Jose- 
phine had lost one—her husband. The 
Vicomto Alexaudro de Beanharnnis had 
married Mario Josopho Rose Taschor, 
the beautiful Creole of Martinique, in 
December of 1779. She was then in her 
seventeenth year. In 1780 tho Vicomte 
came to America with Roohambean. 
Afterwards he was a deputy in the 
States-General, and was twice president 
of the National Convention. He com- 
manded, under Cnstiuo, at Mcutz, in 
1793, 
when that place was surrendered 


to tho Germans. 
To surrender was 


death. He was haled to trial, con- 
demned and guillotined only five days 
before tho collapse of the Terror. When 
Robespierre fell, the Sooiete dos Vic- 
times was formed. The light creatures 
took wing like butterflies from the 
blood-pools of tho Place do la Revolu- 
tion. They still wore crepe on their 
arms when they began to dance anew 
in Greek sandals and chignons and clas- 
sical scarfs girdled at the waist. Napo- 
leon saw ono of them, and admired and 
loved. 


So ho told Bonrrionno, while pointing 


out Josephine ono evening at a fashion- 
able cafe. There was a swift courtship. A 
story goes thatEngeuo Beanharuais went 
to Napoleon to recover his father tho 
Vicomte'n sword, which had been taken 
at the disarmament of tho Sections. The 
youth got tho sword, kissed it, won tho 
General's sympathy—and Mad::mo do 
Bcanharnais came to thank Her bcnetao- 
tor. If this happened, she know him al- 
ready; and he knew her. Tho marriage 
occurred on tho 9th of March, 1796. 
The disparity of ages was six years and 
two months. To close this chasm, the 
mamago certificates dated her birth for- 
ward four years, and antedated his by 
nineteen months. Documents must con- 
form to the exigencies of tho groat!

000, 
taken from Washington 
to New 


York In 1889. It was in bills of very large 
denomination, which were contained In 
two wooden boxes. Though a special 
guard went with this shipment, the ex- 
pense of the haul was not much greater 
than if the boxes had held $1,000 each. 
And for this work the express company 
received $2,260. This was a very profit- 
able shipment. The express company 
would have liked to have the contract 
for carrying the $20,0004000 shipped from 
San Francisco to New York a few yeara 
ago. The United States Express com- 
pany does not handle any currency or 
coin west of the Missouri river. If the 
shipment had been In territory east of 
the Missouri the company could have 
Insisted on carrying it under its con- 
tract. But as it was outside the con- 
tract territory It was optional with the 
government to make its own arrange- 
ment for the haul. The secretary of th« 
treasury asked for bids for the hauling 
of this vast sum, and the best rate he 
could obtain -was $60,000, from the WellB- 
Fargo company. Figuring the haul at 
8,266 miles, the regular rate for hauling 
the money would have been $60,320; but 
on no large a sum such a rate would 
have been absurd. The secretary of the 
treasury got ahead of the express com- 
panies by having 500 wooden boxes of 
special design made, and shipping th« 
gold across the continent by registered 
mall. The entire cost of the shipment 
waa about $2,500.

His first recogatMd 
work was during 
the last presiden- 
tial campaign 
In 


1892, when his various articles on cam- 
paign topics and questions of the day 
were published In the American Journal 
of Politics, the Social Economist, the 
Yonker's Statesman and other political 
organs, and excited much favorable 
comment among the thinking politi- 
cians. 


Mr. Cox was born in Port Richmond, 


Staten island, January 1. 1874. and Is 
the only surviving child of Allyn Cox. 
the present treasurer of the New Tork, 
Chicago & St. Louts (Nlckel-Plate) rail* 
road, whose home has been for some 
years in Tonkers-on-the-Hudson. H* 
Is a nephew of ex-Gov. J. D. Cox of 
Ohio, and also of Chas. V. Cox, vice- 
president of the Canada Southern rail* 
road. His education has been chiefly 
under private tutors at home, although 
he spent two years at the Dwlght school 
in New Tork, the principal having been 
a former tutor. He is not a college 
graduate, but in the fall of 1893 he 
passed the preliminary examination 
and entered the law school of the Uni- 
versity of the City of New Tork, whose 
quarters were then in the old buildings 
on Washington square. Mr. Cox was 
Immediately elected president of his 
class, after a close contest, and despite 
the fact that he waa one of the youngest 
members of a class of over one hun- 
dred students. In April, 1894, the third 
annual convention of the American 
Political College league, representing 
one hundred colleges of the United 
States, was held at Syracuse, and Mr. 
Cox determined to enter the presiden- 
tial contest. His opponent was Mr. 
Shirley E. Johnson of Harvard, one of 
the founders and a high official of the 
league*. Since his election, Mr. Cox has 
spared no pains to make his term of 
office a successful one and to advance 
the interests of the league In all possi- 
ble directions. H« has put the organi- 
sation 
on a 
self-supporting 
basis 


through a small annual tax, has formed 
department league* all over the coun- 
try. 


Mr. Cox was very active in the con*

vcntlon at Denver, last July. Each club 
in the league was allowed one vote in 
the national league, and as there were 
at that time ninety-one clubs In the 
college league, this rule made the col- 
lege league of equal standing with the 
state leagus and gave them great power 
In all close questions. Mr. Cox was a 
warm partisan of President Tracy's, 
and threw the Influence of the college 
league in his support. Attempts were 
made to remove all privileges from the 
college league and restrict their vote 
to the actual delegates present at the 
convention. 
These motions were over* 


ruled and a violent controversy took 
place, in which the college league came 
out triumphant. Their rank is now that 
of a state league, on a par with the state 
league of Ohio. The college league la 
fully recognized as an Important factor, 
and has men on all national league com- 
mittees and a national league vice- 
president. 


Mr. Cox Is now serving his second 


term as president of the Young Men's 
Political club of Yonkers, a thriving or- 
ganization, whose members Include all 
the politicians and office-holders of the 
city under 40 years of age. 


A Street Car Ambulance. 


The establishment of an "ambulance 


street car" service In St. Louis is the 
putting into effect of an idea long con- 
tended for by the health commissioner 
of that city, Dr. George Homan. Ef- 
forts to secure legislation having failed, 
Dr. Homan succeeded In Interesting the 
officials of a street car company, who 
have built an ambulance car after a 
plan made by the doctor. This vehicle 
In Itself Is only a modified street car, 
especially constructed for easy and re- 
latively noiseless running along trolley 
lines, and fitted up with such apparatus 
a* might be needed by Invalids who 
temporarily occupy It while en route 
to a hospital. But the plan on which the 
ambulance car Is to operate Is believed 
to be altogether unique. It will pass 
over regular routes, presumably, all 
trolley lines of the city, for the ex- 
clusive purpose of conveying sick or In- 
jured persons to and from hospitals. 
As It runs according to schedule, pa- 
tlents may be ready at any given lo- 
cality at the time when the car Is due 
there. It is expected that hospitals not 
on a trolley line will build terminals 
connecting them with the nearest rail- 
way, that patients may b« brought by 
the ambulance car to their very doors. 
—Harper's Weekly.

Lyman Trumbull. the noted ex-United 


States senator from Illinois, has been 
asked to become the head of a great 
labor organisation, whose objects art to 
foster colonisation on a voluntary co- 
operative basis, providing profitable 
employment for the unemployed and 
fostering Independent political action 
among wage-workers. A prominent 
man In the labor movement in Chicago 
said of 
the 
subject 
to 
the

"It 
is 


true 
that 
a 
new 
movement 


Is on foot to organise the wageworkers 
of the United States into one great cen- 
tral union, but at present the matter 
is in such shape that we prefer to have 
little said about It In the newspapers. 
In fact we do not wish to spring the 
matter until all the details are arranged 
and that will necessarily take consider- 
able time. All I can say at present la 
that the movement has practically been 
started in nearly every city of any im- 
portance in the United Bute*. As soon 
a* a little more headway is mad* a 
convention will be called and a plan of 
organisation adopted. The general ob- 
ject of the organisation will be the Im- 
provement of the condition of the wage- 
workers of the oountry. The details will 
be left to the convention. One of the 
cardinal principles of the new union 
will be the elimination of the strike 
feature* of all the old one*. In place 
Of the strike we will be able to offer 
arbitration, and falling In that, remun- 
erative employment at something els*. 
By taking up the surplus labor of the 
great cities and starting It Into produc- 
tive employment we will benefit not 
only the unemployed but those already 
encaged in every lln* of productive iny* 
dustry. The necessity for some such 
movement Is generally recognised, but 
the great difficulty Is to get It Into oper- 
ation. Experience has demonstrated 
that little If anything can be hoped 
from governmental aid. The only hope 
is from organisation and co-operation 
among the people who will be benefited 
by the same." 


The new organisation would* in no 


way antagonise the old unions, but 
would be constructed on such a basis 
as to allow them to come In without 
disturbing their own autonomy and at 
an Insignificant expense. 
It will be 


known as the American Industrial 
union and has temporary officers In 
the Masonic Temple.

NICOTINE BLINDNESS. 


Tobacco Smoker* Are Mow Buttering 


From the prevailing DUeaae. 


"Did you ever hear of tobacco blind- 


ness?" said a doctor. "It is something 
we meet with quite frequently, yet not 
so much as one would suppose, when 
the great consumption of tobacco is con- 
sidered. Tet there are many who are on 
the threshold of tobacco blindness who 
have, or may not have, an experience 
with the disease. For, in tobacco poi- 
soning, like that produced by other 
drugs, the system can resist the influ- 
ence of the Invader up to a certain 
point, when the smallest further dose of 
the poison will produce the same symp- 
toms as the taking of a larger dose 
would. Thus, in the case of many peo- 
ple, the mete smoking of a pipe or two 
more a day would produce In them all 
the advanced symptoms of tobacco poi- 
soning. So it Is that doctors make It Im- 
perative In such cases that the smoking 
habit must be dropped entirely. To 
smoke moderately will not do. Tou can 
not afford to take the chances of giving 
the system that little bit more of nico- 
tine which would cause the case to be 
serious. Tobacco blindness can, fortu- 
nately, be cured. With the nmoMng 
habit abolished, plenty outdoor exercise, 
a good nerve tonic, which would assist 
In the purification of the blood aa well 
as toning up the general system, and 
absentation from alcoholic beverages, 
there Is no reason why tobacco blind- 
ness cannot be cured. Alcohol drunk In 
any of Its forms Is liable to produce to- 
baoco blindness In a fairly heavy 
•moker. But the strangest part of It all 
Is that a person does not have to smoke 
tobacco to become afflicted with tobacco 
blindness In fact one of the most ob- 
stinate oases I ever had was that of a 
waiter In a city cafe. He was a non- 
smoker and a total abstainer, yet he 
came to me with tobacco blindness fully 
developed, caused by being compelled 
to work all day In the atmosphere of 
tobacco smoke, breathing the poisoned 
air polluted by thirty or forty smokers. 
It Is a wonder why more of the disease 
does not develop when this Is consid- 
ered. But, fortunately, nature Is more 
kind to us than we are to ourselves, so 
she gives us strength to throw oft many 
evils to which we are exposed." 


The GraM Widow. 


(From the San Francisco Call.) 


According to recent researches the 


phrase "grass widow" is a corruption 
of "grace widow," which Is a term for 
one who becomes a widow by grace or 
favor, not of necessity, as by death. 
It originated in the earlier days of Eu- 
ropean civilization, when divorces were 
but seldom granted, and then only by 
authority of the church. When such a 
decree was granted to a woman the 
rescript stated: "VlducC de gratia," 
which Interpreted is, "widow of grace." 
A woman receiving such a divorce was 
commonly called a "grace widow," and 
the transition to grass widow was easy. 
This latter term in the United States Is 
applied to a woman whoso husband 
has been away from her for consider- 
able length of time, or who has de- 
serted her. In England It Is applied to 
an unmarried woman who has borne a 
child.

Richmond, Va, Special: Chief Brad- 


ley of the Virginia Pamunkey Indians 
called on Gov. O"Ferrall recently and 
told him that In the tribe numbering 
102 there are only thirty squaws. This, 
Chief Bradley said, was a source of 
much worry to them, as they did not 
wish members of their tribe to marry 
Into another race. He stated that there 
were about 4,000 Cherokee Indians in 
North Carolina, and that the Virginia 
Indians had about determined to send 
a representative to the old North state 
and try and Induce some of the Chero- 
kee squaws to emigrate to Virginia and 
marry among the Pamunkeys.

governor told the chief he heartily ap- 
proved of this plan, and hoped the trip 
of the representative would meet with

tone recently. Aside from the queen, the) 
princess of Wales, and Lady Randolph 
Churchill there was probably no woman 
of high social standing In England 
who** features are more familiar to 
American newspaper readers than the 
beautiful. Duchess of Lelnster. For 
years her portrait has been published 
In the newspaper* as one of the moat 
perfect types of feminine loveliness 
known In modern times, and her photo- 
graphs, both alone and with her al- 
most equally lovely slaters, the Ladles 
Helen, Mabel, and Ulrica. Duncombe, or 
with her children, have been sold by 
thousands In the United State*. Th* 
Duchess of Lelnster was, before her 
marriage in 1884, known as Lady Her- 
molne Duncombe. her full name being 
•Hermolne Wllhelmlna. and she was th* 
third child and eldest daughter of Wil- 
liam Ernest Duncombe. first Earl of 
Ftveraham. Viscount Helmsley and 
Baron Feversham, of Duncombe Park. 
In the county of Yorkshire, his title* 
of earl and viscount having been creat- 
ed In IMS and the barony In 182*. Lady 
Hermolne was born In 1864 and grew up 
to be one of the most beautiful women 
In English history, her presentation at 
court being signalised by a verttabl*

sensation In fashionable circles. She 
was naturally the belle of the season, 
and being a young woman of exceeding 
charm of manner, as well as of excep- 
tional beauty, her heart and hand were 
sought by many of the unmarried 
young noblemen and the price carried 
off by General Fitzgerald, fifth duke of 
Lelnster, the premier duke, marquis 
and earl of Ireland, who led her to th* 
altar in January, 1894. when she waa 
20 and he 33 years of age. The duke 
died after a long attack of typhoid fever 
on Dec. 1, 1893, since which time hi* 
widow has not been seen In society, and 
she went to the south of France early 
last winter In hopes of recovering her 
shattered health, which had never re- 
covered from the strain of nursing her 
husband.

Fltz-Qeralds—that being the Duke of 
Lelnster's family name—some Idea may 
be had by those who are Initiated in 
such matters when It Is stated that 
"Burke's Peerage" devotes almost four 
pages to the hinWry of the dukedom.

AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION. 


It Mean* Much to the Commercial 


World at Large, 


Looked at from a non-partisan stand- 


point, there can be no two opinions as 
to the desirability of Australian feder- 
ation. From a British standpoint, one 
would say It was In the last degree de- 
sirable; and the Australian premier* 
ought to know what they mean when 
they say "federation Is the great and 
pressing question In Australasian poll- 
tics." Promising as the situation seem* 
to be, It would be strange If no diffi- 
culties were to be encountered In carry- 
ing out the federation scheme. Refer- 
ence has already been made to the ob- 
stacles which may arise in connection 
with the tarllT. The Australian colonies 
are not all of one mind on the subject 
of free trade and protection. There are 
also between colony and colony Jealous- 
ies which are not to be despised. Sir 
Henry Parkes, the parent of the con- 
vention bill of 1891, Is not pleased with 
the method which has been followed 
In tho present Instance. He thinks that 
the bill of 1891 must be finally and sub- 
stantially 
adopted, 
A 
constitution 


worthy of the name, he says, cannot 
be framed by men who have never once 
formed a true conception of what feder- 
ation Is. He would have the work done 
by the parliaments, and not by 
the 


electors. The object Is not logical; for 
the framers of the constitution are to 
be chosen by the same electorate which 
sends men to parliament, says a writer 
In Harper's Weekly. It will be Interest- 
Ing to watch the progress of the move- 
ment—all the more Interesting that. If 
successful, the example will soon be fol- 
lowed In South Africa, and that It will 
hasten the experiment of British Im- 
perial federation, when radical changes 
In the ancient constitution of England 
will be Imperatively called for. Not 
every one sees the Australian move- 
ment In the same light. A 
leading 


French Journal somewhat sardonically 
remarks: "The outlines of the United 
States of Australia arc already dis- 
cernible. It will be an Immense success 
for the advocates for Imperialism and 
the one and undivided empire. By the 
irony of fate, it will be at the same 
time the first step, and a great on*. 
In the direction of the disintegration of 
the empire, and the foundation of great 
Independent states on the model of the 
United States." The Frenchman here 
rtvcals an animus; but in flplte of hi* 
evident dislike of England, he pays her 
a compliment. It Is something to be th* 
mother of "great Independent atate*" 
Ilk* the United State*.

PECULIAR MARYLAND LAWS. 


It Ww • CrUM t» F««4 • Wave To* 


Ofttm •• TcrrapU. 


Durlnt the early hUtory of th« state 


•nd even up to the latter .part of the 
eighteenth century tome curious act* 
were pa**«d by the general assembly, 
especially with reference to the colored 
population. The Maryland terrapin 120 
year* ago wa* not *o famou* a* a deli- 
cate *p«cie* of food a* now. Terrapin 
were more plentiful, too. In fact, they 
were »o numerou* and to be had at *o 
little trouble and no expense, that they 
were u*ed principally forfoodfornlave*. 
tbe whit* people disdaining to grace 
their table* with them. The practice of 
feeding clave* on terrapin became *o 
general that the aaaembly determined to 
tout a *top to *uch a cruel and inhuman 
custom a* It wa* then regarded, and 
passed an act prohibiting owner* from 
feeding their slave* on terrapin more 
than twice a week under a penalty of 
COO pound* of tobacco. An act passed 
with reference to some of the lower 
counties of Maryland prohibiting a free 
negro or slave from owning or using 
a boat on the river* without a license 
recommended by two respectable citi- 
zens. For Charles and Prince George'* 
counties a law wa* enacted forbidddlng 
a negro from using a boat to go to Alex- 
andria or the District of Columbia. For 
violation of thl* law the free negro wa* 
subject to a fine of $50 and the slave to 
not less than ten nor more than twenty 
lashes, and the boat confiscated unless 
permlsaslon for it* use had been given 
by It* owner. 
In St. Mary's and other 


lower counties slaves were not allowed 
to enter any place where liquor was sold 
between sunset and sunrise 
unless 


armed with a written permit from his 
master. This, however, was never strict- 
ly enforced. 


For Somerset and "Worcester counties 


an act was passed prohibiting the Issu- 
ance of a traders' license to any white 
man who had a negro partner and for- 
bidding any merchant to employ a ne- 
gro clerk under penalty of $500. 
The 


above state laws, except that relative 
to the terrapin, although enacted many 
years ago, are to be found In the code 
of 1860. In some sections of the state 
there seems to have been an aversion to 
geese and hogs jtor about 100 years. 
On 


Jan. 15, 1782, a law was passed by the 
assembly entitled "An act to prevent 
the raising of geese and swine in Ellza- 
bethtown, Washington county; Leon- 
ardtown, St. Mary's county, and Charles 
Town, Charles county." Any owner or 
other person having care of "any of 
these animals" (the act defined both a 
hog and goose as an animal) and allow- 
ing- It to go at large was subject to a 
fine of 20 shillings, and anybody was 
permitted with impunity to 
kill 
any 


goose or hog so running at large. 


LOVE AND CRIME. 


Victor Hugo Told a True Story In "J.ean 


Vuljean." 


In "Las Miserables" Victor Hugo dis- 


cusses the most Important problem of 
our age—the treatment of fie criminal. 
In "Jean Valjean" we are made to see 
the disastrous effects of the penal insti- 
tutions. 
The poet condemns the so- 


ciety which sentences a man who steals 
a loaf of bread to "five years In the 
galleys" and subjects him to a social 
damnation which terminates only with 
his death. In the generous and humane 
treatment which Monseigneur Welcome 
accorded to the criminal is foreshad- 
owed the ideal society of the future. 
In one picture we see the laws tram- 
pling down men and women in the dust, 
wrecking their hopes, blighting their 
virtues, and branding them with in- 
famy; in the other, we see the new 
laws, dictated by wisdom and human- 
ity, lifting up the fallen, supporting the 
tottering and redeeming the lost. 
Vic- 


tor Hugo seems to throw the entire 
responsibility for crimes upon society. 
The modern school of crlmlnoloslsts, 
taking Darwinism for a basis, considers 
crime as a natural phenomenon. 
Ac- 


cording to Victor Hugo the most effec- 
tive punishment we can Inflict upon a 
criminal I* to love him. He can resist 
hi* fetters, he cannot resist the love of 
hi* fellowmpn. If you would save the 
world, love It. 
How to punish crime 


and save the criminal is a problem 
worthy of the highest talents we pos- 
sess. 
That crime must be punished 


may be generally admitted, but should 
we continue to administer a punishment 
which withers the criminal? The ex- 
perience of Jean Valjean proves that it 
I* a most serlou* thing to commit a 
crime. 
Once out of tune with society 


and the moral law, It la exceedingly dif- 
ficult to swing back to rhythm and 
order.

Peachtree street Is the fashion- 
able thoroughfare, and for a mile or 
more is lined on either side with fine 
houses. Some of them are set in the 
midst of handsome grounds, which is 
no idle thing in this southern country, 
where the soil does not encourage land- 
scape gardening and the hot summer 
sun bursts out on the grass roots. The 
governor's mansion occupies a sightly 
corner and is a spacious structure of 
brick; but the hotels and shops and 
boarding houses are treading 
closely 


on its heels and Its most noteworthy 
neighbors now are the Capitol club and 
an old-fashioned frame structure with 
a portico of long slim pillars, in which 
Gen. 
Sherman resided when he visited 


this city in 1864. It is a boarding house 
now. 
The finest house on the street 


was designed by a young native archi- 
tect, who was elected to make the plans 
for the exposition art gallery and is 
regarded as an architectural genius. ]t 
is built of a pinkish-gray stone, and is 
exceedingly effective in its tasteful sim- 


war and refunded by an act of concrete 
a, year or »o since. The money 
re- 


funded was in excess of the claim* of 
those who paid it thirty years ago. and 
the balance is to be expended In »e- 
curing an exhibit to illustrate the re- 
sources of the state. 


But this meager contribution is not 


due to parsimony alone. The constitu- 
tion of Georgia specifies the objects for 
which revenues raised by taxation may 
be expended, and expositions do not ap- 
pear in the list. That Is the reason, they 
explain, why Georgia was not represent- 
ed at the Columbian exposition. A bill 
was Introduced In the legislature for a 
state building and exhibit, and a com- 
mittee sent to Chicago returned with a 
favorable report, but the oppsltion In- 
voked the constitution, and the point 
of order was sutained. There was plenty 
of time to report a constitutional 
amendment for the Atlanta exposition, 
but it would probably have been reject- 
ed at the polls, for there Is considerable 
Jealousy concerning Atlanta enterprise 
among the rival cities of the state, and 
the rural population Is not very broad- 
minded. 
The Midway plaisance is to be re- 
peated here with many additions and 
improvements. 
Hagenbeek is coming 


with his animal show; there is to be a 
Cairo village, Chinese and Japanese 
villages, a Mexican village, a Guate- 
mala village and several other ethno- 
graphical exhibits that were not seen 
at Chicago. The amusement features 
are to be more extensive, also than they 
were with us, with plenty of music and 
motion and merriment.

missions at Chicago, has charge of the 
concessions, which are to be managed 
upon a somewhat different plan. Those

PROGRESS. 


Prof. O. F. Cook, Callevtlmg 
Informa- 


tion With a View of I>cB>on»tnttlnc 
the IKwourc** of the Land—Natural 
Advantage* Wanted. 


B C I E N T I F I C 
younff American U 
n o w energetically 
at work doing for 
Liberia, that which

Black Republic can 
m a k e any great 
progress material- 
ly, socially or Intel- 
lectually. He Is at 
(work gathering ma- 


terial which will enable Liberia to know 
herself—to know her natural resources. 
This work Is being done by Prof. O. F. 
Cook, formerly 
connected with the 


Syracuse University, under the auspi- 
ces of the New Tork State Colonization 
Society. Prof. Cook, as the results of 
two visits to Liberia, frankly states 
that there Is grave danger of that re- 
public retrograding in civilization, If 
such retrogression has not already be- 
gun, unless the Llberlans have such 
icientlflc knowledge of their own coun- 
try as will Intelligently direct the de- 
velopment of Its resources and the edux 
cation of Us youth so that they may aid 
In Its material development. There aro 
parts of Liberia as little known as the 
North Pole, gays Prof. Cook. "With an 
almost limitless country, capable of pro. 
duclng- the finest coffee In the world, 
there are no roads along which plan- 
tations might be opened up and no 
schools to teach the youth even such 
knowledge of engineering as would 
enable them. 


'Prof. Cook's report contains the im- 


portant views of a scientific and intelli- 
gent investigation, and is not In the na- 
ture of transient news. It will be as 
valuable for some time In the future 
as it Is at present. The International 
Migration Society that is reported to 
have chartered a steamer to take a 
company of negroes from Savannah, 
Ga., to Liberia has no connection with 
this society. 
From the start we did 


not deem the plan feasible and declined 
to endorse It, or allow them to use our 
name In connection with the enter- 
prise." 


The American Society assisted only 


six negroes to Liberia in 1894. This Is 
explained here, as there is an erron- 
eous belief that these societies have 
been aiding the recent unfortunate at- 
tempts at emigration of negroes to Li- 
beria. The State society has Just pub- 
lished Prof. Cook's second report. His 
first report was published in October, 
1892. 
In It he wrote a prefatory note: 


"The outlook for the youth of Liberia 


Is at present a hopeless one. There is 
neither opportunity nor Incentive to 
study or other Improvement.

The responsibility of meeting this ex- 
pectation is not obviated because cer- 
tain theories have not worked success- 
fully. 
'The nettro must develop him- 


self sounds woll; but to let the welfare 
or thousands suffer because certain In- 
dlvlduuls have not seemed sufficiently 
'developed to meet unwarrantable ex- 
pectations Is nn unfair and cruel shift 
of responsibility." 


There are no horses to aid In trans- 


portation and no knowledge concerning 
the breeding and care of horses, al- 
though It Is known that horses and 
cattle can be acclimatized there. There 
are navigable rivers, but freight Is car- 
ried along their hanks on the backs of 
men. 
There la native Iron ore so rich 


that It polishes under the feet of the 
carriers, nnd In the "college" the stu- 
dents are not taught geology, or metal- 
lurgy, but study text books on useless 
subjects, and even those text books 
were abandoned In this country seventy- 
five years :igo 
The country has re- 


sources to make it rich and great, but 
the science of Its resources has never 
receh od the attention of its own gov- 
ernment, or of any other Government 
or society which has sought to assist in 
developing the 
republic. 
The New 


York State Colonization Society is not 
aiding emigration from this country to 
Liberia. It is now devoting all its re- 
souices to acquiring for itself and to 
giving to the Liberlan Government a 
scientific knowledge of Its resources 
and possibilities 
If the result of this 


knowledge is negro emigration from 
this country to Liberia, the society will 
be pleased, but it will not aid that emi- 
gration unless it acquires other sources 
of revenue than It now has, and before 
tolling the story of Prof. Cook's obser- 
vations In Liberia it may as well be 
explained that the parent society of the 
New Tork Society, tho American Colon- 
ization Society of Washington, 
has 


practically ceased aiding negroes to 
emigrate to Liberia.

Acetylene M»d Carbide* tram • 


morelal fulmt of Vl»». 


An interesting paper upon the "Car- 


bides and Acetylene Commercially Con- 
sidered" was read recently at 
the 


Franklin Institute by Dr. J. J| Suckert, 
assisted by Thomas L. Wilson, who 
gave 
some interesting experiments 


with calcium carbide and showed the 
Illuminating valu» of liquified acety- 
lene as produced from it. The whole 
constituted a thorough exposition of 
the recent discovery which has at- 
tracted very wide attention. During 
the course of his paper Dr. Sucker}. 
after giving a description of the dis- 
covery, said: "It has been demonstrat- 
ed that one electrical horse power will 
produce thirty pounds of calcide ear- 
bide In twenty-four hours, or at a cost 
of $5 per ton, and acetylene produced 
from this will yield a gas that can be 
sold at a profit at a price which, based 
on equal candle power, will place or- 
dinary illuminating gas, such as is now 
furnished by the city at 5 cents per 
thousand. It would take 12,500 cubic 
feet of Philadelphia gas to give the 
same illumination as 1,000 feet of acety- 
lene gas. Taking Philadelphia gas at 
its present price the consumer would 
pay $12.60 for the same illumination as 
it is possible to produce In acetylene 
gas for about 25 cents. Acetylene can 
be supplied to customers In liquid form. 
One steel tube 5 feet long by 4% 
inches in diameter will hold 69 pounds 
of acetylene, which will produce 1,000 
cubic feet of gas, or a candle power, 
equal to 12,500 cubic feet of Philadelphia 
gas, and will supply a house of from ten 
to thirteen rooms for about three 
months." During the reading of the 
paper the process of combining in an 
electrical furnace such common ma- 
terials as lime and carbon and the 
liquefaction of the product was fully 
Illustrated by Mr. Wilson, who then 
applied a light to the burner attached to 
a tank of the gas, showing a white, 
steady flame almost as bright as an 
arc light.— Philadelphia Times.
